Eventually he did, and read “The Brave Never Write Poetry and ‘Like Old Times’, among others. We offered to play 
the tape back, but he refused, saying he hated the sound of his own voice. Then Scott brought out some letters 
Jones had written to us and asked Jones to read the poems written on the back. Jones asked what poems these 
were, he didn’t remember them. He read aloud “The Canadian Authors Meet’ and said, ‘Hey, that’s not bad, can I 
borrow this off you?’ On the tape, there is our noisy laughter, and then there is Jones, reading, his voice strong & 
clear [Debra Martens, ‘In Memoriam’, Paragraph Magazine, 1994, p10].” “The Canadian Authors Meet’ recounts 

a lengthy phone conversation between Jones & Shaunt Basmajian that’ priceless, especially for those who knew 
Shaunt (riffing off E R. Scott’ classic poem of the same title, extolling “virgins of 60 who still write of passion’).

Phil’ eighth collection, Old Enemy Juice (1988: Quarry Press) & his labour arts lit-mag, Don’t Quit Yr 
Day-Job edited with Andrew Vaisius, were launched together at Letters, Saturday 6 August 1988.

Copublisher of What Magazine, Kevin Connolly is also listed as 
Advisor for the 1989 Fair, both tabloid directories clearly influenced by What! & its York University posse (Jason 
Sherman, Kevin & Stuart Ross). More ambitious than the preceding directory, Jones’s edition remains memorable 
today for its historic article by David Owen, ‘Publishing and Perishing in Canada’ (pp2/7), protesting not only the 
inclusion of books as taxable goods in the new GST bill, but also the suspension of ‘book-rate’ by “carpetbagging” 
Prime Minister Brian Mulroney, free-trade huckster & shameless architect of NAFTA. The inevitable thousands of 
unclaimed copies of the Directory tossed in bundles into the back of the van spiriting us home from the Fair, were 
ultimately salvaged & remain free for the asking at the shop. Its 10,000 copy printrun was the same as What’.

Both series also 
featured titles by each other. Kevin would go on (after a falling-out with Jones a year before his death) to provide a 
6pp Introduction to his novel 1978 (October 1998: Rush Hour Revisions) & a 7pp Afterword to the second edition 
of The Brave Never Write Poetry (April 2011: Coach House Books) which he was key, as poetry editor at the press, 
in reprinting.

Managing Olympia Books on Yonge (74/5), 
I encouraged street sellers like Ted Plantos, Kit James, Joe Pilot et al, to bring in their indie productions, intent on 
maintaining a repository of ground-level alternative-press fare alongside the commercial smallpress stock the shop 
was noted for. Later down Yonge at Reid’s Books, I expanded the indie section extensively, replacing much of the 
general stock with alt-rant from more than 100 indie presses, a practice increased yet more at Letters on Queen, in 
spades. James Deahl called Ted Plantos (1943-2001) the Cabbagetown Kid, while Len Gasparini considered Ted’s 
poems beatitudes. His sixth collection, The Universe Ends at Sherbourne & Queen (1977: Steel Rail) - including 
the popular lament, Stan’s Complaint’- was the best-selling volume of poetry at Letters during my time on Queen.

‘Bread & Roses’ by little-mag editor & poet James Oppenheim became the anthem of the 
labour movement after being identified with the textile workers strike in Lawrence, Mass (1912). Adapted from 
Emma, suffragist & worker's rights advocate Helen Todd used the line “bread for all, & roses too” in an earlier 
speech (1911), inspiring the poem. At this time (Mayday 1984), Jones was riding the crest of his first book, Jack & 
jill in Toronto (December 1983: Unfinished Monument Press), published by militant leftover Chris Faiers.

NOTE with photos of the meeting by Lance LaRocque, handprinted by D.M.Owen (one in colour); Japanese-sewn 
by jweurry, 11 February. Details throughout this memoir, are drawn from The Outsider Journal, 26 vols recording 
activities within the local poetry & indie-press scenes in Toronto, 12 November 1993 - 11 December 1997. This first 
meeting of the so-called outsiders took place 13 November 1993 - by the tracks near the liquorstore on Yonge Street 
at Summerhill - the night after Victor Coleman & Alice Burdick left for Babyland after forming the Toronto Small 
Press Group. In attendance were Stan Bevington, Daniel f Bradley, Katy Chan, arthur cravan, jwcurry, Marshall 
Hryciuk, Lance LaRocque & D.M.Owen, convened to chew the ‘merits’ of a formal smallpress association. Katy & 
Clint Burnham had succeeded Jones as coordinators of the Small Press Book Fair (6 April 1991 - 4 April 1992) 
before the small presses became ‘formally associated’ & after three TSPG fairs under Victor (14 November 1992, 
24 April 1993 & 30 October 1993) his move to Vancouver, left Stan & I to deal with pressing matters (the Arts 
Council forms cite Victor as Administrative Head & Coordinator, Stan as President & CEO, & me, ironically, 
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Executive Director - as I refused to join the pointless* Group). The difference between those who have others print 
& bind their productions, & those of us who insist on doing all the work ourselves (including the photocopying), 
highlights a telltale refinement distinguishing ‘small’ from ‘indie’ presses. Outsider events - which all took place 
outside - resulted in numerous fugitive publications, the first of which was Minutes of the Last Meeting from that 
initial gathering. While the induction of bpNichol lane (30 April 1994) unveiled the most durable Outsider effect - 
a concrete poem selected by art, formatted & stencilled by Stan & chiselled into the lane by David B. Smith - 
Jones’ broadside knell, the expedient second Outsider imprint, remains no less indelible. *As bureaucracy - which 
seldom improves order or efficiency - crowds cultural intercourse with petty pencildicks, I opted for the rank of 
ordinant as I was at the time indentured in the bindery (working off the production cost of a long-delayed project, 
Sex & the Single Mushroom by Gerry Gilbert), thus expediently captive - though hardly unfaithful - to the cause.

A Story of Eastern Europe, World War 11 & the Heart of our Century by Modris Eksteins (1999: Key Porter). 
Sponsored since 2011 by former Lieutenant-Governor of Ontario Hilary Weston to the tune of $60,000 (plus 
$5000 per also-ran), this prize - established in 1997 - is currently dangled before slavering applicants to the 
Writers’ Trust under the rubric, The Hilary Weston Writers’ Trust Prize for Nonfiction. Writers in bondage to the 
insidious Arts Councils & endless award competitions, have turned art into sport; Jones himself, apprised shortly 
before his death that his grant request had been denied - adding to his mounting concern over the delay of The 
People One Knows (not to mention being turned down to teach at York) - rendered him hopelessly & conclusively 
‘uncompetitive’ in the grand scheme of sweepstake CanLit. These infernal contests have destroyed more than a few 
natural talents who set forth under the mistaken impression that art occupies a realm beyond competition; their 
lives & work, however, ultimately celebrated - like Jones - after they pose no further threat to those still in the 
running. “We have this conversation roughly one week before his suicide. It is also during the weeks of late January 
and early February that he is getting seriously discouraged about his writing career. He is anxious about the 
disastrous state of his financial affairs; his student loans and interest, accumulated over many years, looming 
larger than ever, his credit cards maxed out, his income meagre and not looking up since he was laid off a part- 
time job as a creative writing instructor at York University earlier in the year. Apart from the forthcoming 
publication of his book of short stories, it seems there is little light at the end of the tunnel - and all this piled onto 
his deeply rooted and complicated feelings about success and failure....It was during this time, too, on a day when 
Daniel received another rejection letter from the arts-grant committee, that he collapsed on the bed beside me, 
sighed deeply, and said, ‘You know, you should leave me.

Inside the barricaded door was a kitchen & beyond that was a warren of lofts & cages where people slept. Every- 
thing was covered with graffiti. Crazy Steve lived there, also Kirkie (Maddog) & Filthy Sean. Lots of people 
crashed there: travelers, touring bands & some who just couldn't make it home or had nowhere better to go. I 
hung out there a lot; it was a pretty reliable place to get a beer after hours, & all manner of artists, musicians, & 
Kensington Market characters could be counted on dropping by. In March of 1988 the Goofs were moving out to 

a new Fort, on Oxford I think. It was the end of an Era & all the regulars were notified. They planned to remove 
some of the wood to build spaces in the new place, so there was going to be a little Demolition Party. At the time 

I worked as a technician in the OCA film department so I procured a 16mm camera to record the proceedings. 
Andrew O1 was my production assistant. The walls were painted black to prevent the graffiti squad from making 
any connections. Steve, Kirkie & Sean did most of the destruction. Eventually I cut this footage to a couple of songs 
from Fringe products release “Carnival of Carnage & Chaos” posted them on https://youtube.com/teeveesteevee. 
Music in this video is Bunchofuckingoofs recorded live at the Rivoli in Toronto January 4 1991 by Steev (Tee Vee 
Steevee) Morgan with a Sony Walkman Pro hooked up to the board. Some video of those original performances is
